BRUSHY MOUNTAIN, Tenn. (AP) -

through a wooded creek valley and up 
thickly

assassin of civil rights leader M artin Luther 
King Jr. was found hiding in a {rile of leaves. 
A few hours after Ray was seized, police 
arrested another of the six inmates who had 
fled with him — leaving only one fugitive at 
large. 


The 49-year-old 
R ay, 
driven 
and 
exhausted, covered with mud and sand, 
offered no resistance to his captors. His first 
words, according to prison guard Sammy 
Joe Chapman, Sandy’s handler and the first 
officer on the scene, were: “ I feel good.” 
Chapman, 33, petted Sandy after retur­ 
ning with Ray and said: “She’s the prettiest 
dog in the world. " Sandy and Little Red are 
14-month-old sisters. 
The location of Ray’s recapture was only 
five miles from the Brushy Mountain State 
Prison where he and the six others escaped 


over a wall with a makeshift pipe ladder on 
Friday evening. 
The sixth fugitive, Donald Ray Caylor, 24, 
was spotted this morning by a patrolman 
walking along a street in Oak Ridge, 20 
miles east of the prison. Officers said 
Caylor had no identification on him and the

Science would seem to have reached the ultimate inits 
search for cancer- causing agents in the environment. 
The Environmental Protection Agency has now linked 
chlorinated drinking water with cancer deaths. 
It cites a number of studies conducted in various parts 
of the country which have found increased rates of 
cancer of the bladder, intestines and urinary tract 
among people who drink water treated with chlorine. The 
incidence is greatest in those who are over the age of 60, 
since the latency periods of these types of cancer may be 
30 years or more. 
The specific culprit is chloroform, which is produced 
by reactions between chlorine and organic chemicals 
occuring naturally in water systems. Chloroform is a 
known carcinogen, or cancer- causing agent. 
Unfortunately, not much purpose has been served by 
the announcement since not much can be done about the 
situation. Unlike saccharin, you can’t ban chlorine; it is 
absolutely essential to the health of millions of 
Americans. No other chemical has proved to be as ef- 
ective as chlorine for purifying water and, as numerous 
experts in this field have hastened to point out, without 
chlorination, people — of all ages — would face far more 
mmediate and certain lethal dangers than any cancer 
hat might ormight not be caused. 
Until a better purifier than chlorine is found, or until 
better cancer cures or preventatives are developed, we 
are simply going to have to accept the fact that life can 
never be entirely risk-free.

Carter Kills Cyber 76 Sale

WASHINGTON -- President 
Carter has personally ruled 
against selling the Soviet Union 
the Cyber 76, an electronic 
marvel, which could be turned 
against us to track missiles, 
decode secrets and improve 
nuclear production. 
We reported on May 24 that 
the $13 million computer, 
which operates 20 times faster 
than anything the Soviets pro­ 
duce, would soon be on its way 
to Russia unless there were a 
last-minute stop order. 
The president has now issued 
the stop order. His security ad­ 
viser Zbigniew Brzezinski, has 
notified Commerce Secretary 
Juanita Kreps that the deal is 
off. Her department issues ex­ 
port licenses. 
Brzezinski declared in a 
June 6 memo, stam ped 
“Secret,” that “the president 
has determined against the 
proposed sale and thus the ex­ 
port license should be denied,” 
White House intimates have in­ 
formed us. 
Control Data, which 
manufactures the Cyber 76, 
had been hammering at Wash­ 
ington to get an export license. 
A company spokesman 
assured us that it would be 
used strictly to study the 


weather. Any diversion to mili­ 
tary use, he said, could be 
detected immediately. Then 
Control Data would pull out its 
technicians and refuse parts to 
the Soviets, thus crippling the 
miracle machine. 
But our sources called these 
safeguards “a joke” and 
warned that the Soviets could 
train their own technicians and 
scrounge parts from other 
countries. 
Sources familiar with the 
deal say that approval was im­ 
minent until we began making 
inquiries.

Brzezinski declared in a 
June 6 memo, stamped 
"Secret," that "the president 
has deternuned against die 
proposed sak* and thus the ex­ 
port license should be denied,”

Prison opponents said 


to be illogical 


KANSAS CITY (AP) — Missouri Senate opponents to a 
proposed medium-security prison in Kansas City are being il­ 
logical, according to a group of former officials from the Kansas 
City area. 
“It is incredible that a handful of Missouri senators are th­ 
warting the efforts of the Department of Corrections, the House 
of Representatives and the governor to construct medium- 
security prisons near urban areas,” the group, including former 
State Auditor George Lehr, said in a weekend telegram to five 
senators. 
Gov. Joseph Teasdale’s plan to build a medium-security prison 
along the Missouri River between Kansas City and Liberty and 
provide for other prison facilities is now stalled in the Senate. 
The telegram was sent to Democratic Senators Don Manford, 
Kansas City; Truman Wilson, St. Joseph, and J. B. Banks, St. 
Louis; and Republicans Paul Bradshaw, Springfield, and 
Richard Webster, Carthage. Copies were relayed to Teasdale and 
other legislative leaders. 
“The stand they have taken is illogical,” the telegram said. “It 
flies in the face of unanimous professional opinion. ” 


Young Kennedy may run 


BOSTON (AP) — Joseph P. Kennedy III, eldest of the new 
generation of Kennedy men, appears to be on the verge of car­ 
rying on the political legacy of his father and uncles. Kennedy, 24, 
son of Robert Kennedy, the New York senator who was as­ 
sassinated nine years ago during the presidential primaries, says 
he may run next year for state treasurer of Massachusetts. “I’m 
interested in it,” Kennedy said in an interview, but added: “I’m 
not a candidate at this point. I’ll have to look at some of the other 
offices.” 


U.N. ambassdors get hot steel 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — The visiting United Nations am­ 
bassadors wanted a taste of life in the United States, so Pitts­ 
burgh served some of its favorite things — hot steel and good old 
American baseball. The one-day trip, sponsored by the United 
Nations Association of the* United States, was designed to im­ 
prove understanding between U N. delegates and citizens of this 
country. 


White House assistant 
gets difficult task 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Carter is giving his newest 
White House assistant the difficult task of reorganizing the 
federal bureaucracy. Richard Pettigrew, whom Carter ap­ 
pointed assistant for government reorganization 10 days ago, 
says the President has viven him the job of building a public 
constituency for reorganization — a constituency aware of 
“what's at stake” in the effort and ready to support it when the 
going gets tough. 


Hostages killed by terrorists 


ASSEN, The Netherlands < AP) — One of two hostages who died 
when Dutch commandos stormed a besieged train in northern 
Holland was killed by a South Moluccan terrorist, according to 
one of the surviving captives. Justice Ministry spokeswoman 
Toos Faber said it was believed the other hostage killed was shot 
by a terrorist who survived the attack but who was himself shot 
in the chest and stomach. “B ut... we can only be sure when we 
ha ve the report of the autopsy on the twohastages killed. ” 


Lawrence of Arabia murdered? 


LONDON (AP) — The British government may have had 
Lawrence of Arabia murdered for political reasons, the author of 
a new biography of the World War I hero claims. Lawrence was 
46 when he died in a motorcycle crash in 1935 near his cottage in 
Dorset. Desmond Stewart, whose book “T. E. Lawrence” will be 
published in Britain on June 30 and in the United States in August, 
contends that the government suppressed the evidence of an 
army corporal who claimed he saw a black car approach Law­ 
rence at the scene of the crash. But he was not allowed to tell his 
story at the inquest and “blew his brains out in 1940,” the writer 
said. 


Senate committee 


rejects reassessment 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo. (AP) — A Senate budget committee 
rejected Sunday night statewide property reassessment, vir­ 
tually dooming any chance of passing the proposal during the 
current legislative session. 
The House had tacked the reassessment provision onto a 
Senate-approved bill which would have reimbursed county 
assessors onehalf the cost of property assessments. Because of 
the amendment, the Senate must again consider the full 
measure. 
The Senate Budget Control Committee was unable to approve 
the bill Sunday night, and adjourned with sponsor Sen. Phil 
Snowden, D-»-Gladstone, saying he hoped to influence the House 
to retract its reassessment amendment 
Because of inequalities in the assessment of real property 
throughout the state, House proponents have approved the 
reassessment provision in an effort to get all counties in the state 
to comply with the law requiring property to be assessed at one- 
third its value. 
But Senate opponents, many from rural areas, equate property 
reassessment with property tax increases, and have managed to 
reject the reassessment concept.

■LOCUST GROVE, Okla. (AP) - Three Girl Scouts were found 
¡beaten to death in their sleeping bags at a summer camp today, 
¡the Oklahoma Highway Patrol said. 
■Initial details from the scene were sketchy, and police gave no 
[indication whether there was any suspect in the case. 
■ T he patrol said the bodies were found at Camp Scott in hilly, 
[wooded country about two miles south of this Eastern Oklahoma 
[community about 45 miles east of Tulsa. 
■ Ik e girls were reported to be 8, 9 and 10 years old. Identi­ 
fication was withheld until their relatives were notified. 
■State police said the deaths were caused by beatiig, but they 
[gave no immediate indication of the weapon used or the condition 
[of the bodies. They also declined to say who found the bodies. 
■Rob Pyron, press secretary to Gov. David Boren, said the 
[Oklahoma State Bureau of Investigation was ordered to assist in 
the investigation at the request of Mayes County officers. The 
[Highway Patrol also was investigating. 
■About 100 girls and 30 staff members were at the week-long 
camp, operated by the Magic Empire Council of Girl Scouts. The 
camp has been in operation since 1928.

Americans still driving too fast 
Sikeston lists honor students

Three years after the 55 mile- 
per-hour speed limit went into 
effect across the nation, author­ 
ities say Americans are driving 
more slowly than they used to, 
but are still going faster than 
the law allows. 
An Associated Press spot 
check shows the number of 
traffic tickets has risen sharply 
since the days before the ener­ 
gy crisis forced the speed cut­ 
back. 
Officials in most areas say 
they are enforcing the limit rig­ 
orously, but they concede that 
drivers often can travel up to 
five or 10 miles an hour faster 
than the limit without fear of 
retribution. There have been 
son* attempts — mostly unsuc­ 
cessful — to ease penalties for 
drivers who break the speed 
limit, but don't go faster than 
75 ipiles an hour. 
Authorities in some states 
say they ere concerned by fig­ 
ured which show the average 
speed is inching up. 
Ini North Dakota, for ex­ 
ample, Col. Ralph Wood, super­ 
intendent of the state highway 
patMl, said average speeds last 
year ranged from 57.3 to 59 6 
miles an hour. He said monthly 
surveys for this year show 
from 60 to 73 per cent of the 
drivers going faster than 55 
miles an hour. 
‘i t ’s the trend that bothers 
us,” Wood said, noting that the 
situation was still better than it 
was in 1972-73 when drivers 
routinely traveled at 75 miles 


an hour. 
The North Dakota Legislature 
passed a bill that would have 
limited fines for speeding be­ 
tween 55 and 65 miles an hour 
to 35, but it was vetoed by Gov. 
Arthur A. Link, who said the 
measure was "an invitation” to 
break the law. 
Georgia officials also report­ 
ed a trend upward in the aver­ 
age speed, from 58 miles an 
hour in 1974 to 61 miles an hour 
last year and 62 miles an hour 
this year. 


A spokesman for the state pa­ 
trol noted that different courts 
give different fines and added: 
"There are some areas where 
you cannot convict for speed 
less than 10 over.” 


He said the motorist is usual­ 
ly safe from a ticket if he or 
she is driving at 65 miles an 
hour on an interstate highway 
in Georgia. "But they’re not 
driving at the speeds they once 
did. They used to run at 75 or 
80. The motoring public is no 
fool. They know what speed 
they can drive and get away 
with.” 
C. W. Dorman, director of 
highway safety in South Caro­ 
lina, said surveys show 51 per 
cent of the drivers are going 
over 55 miles an hour. Of these, 
about one-fourth are going fas­ 
ter than 60. One reason that al­ 
most half the drivers are com­ 
plying with the speed limit may 
be the threat of tickets: Dor­ 
man said arrests the year after 
die 55 m.p.h. limit went into ef­ 
fect went up 50 per cent; the 


next year they increased 100 
per cent and have remained at 
that level. 
Lt. Patrick J. Monaghan of 
the Idaho State Police said the 
state is enforcing the lower 
speed limit “very heavily.” As 
evidence, he noted that the 55 
m.p.h. limit took effect in April 
1974. From January through 
March of that year, he said, 3,- 
758 speeding citations were is­ 
sued. In the same period this 
year, there were 12,747 speed­ 
ing citations. 


In Kansas, Col. Allen Rush of 
the highway patrol, said speed­ 
ing arrests are well-above pre- 
1974 levels. He said the number 
of arrests declined slightly in 
the first quarter of 1977, but at­ 
tributed the drop to the severe 
weather that kept people off die 
roads. 


Studies by the state Depart­ 
ment of Transportation show 
that the average speed of ve­ 
hicles on Kansas highways 
went from 63.2 in 1972 to 55.7 in 
1974, 56.1 in 1975 and 57.1 in 
1976. 
“There are a lot of reasons 
for wanting to see the speed 
limit observed,” said Rush. 
“First, there’s safety. It is sav­ 
ing lots of lives. Secondly, it’s 
the 
most 
important means 
available to government at this 
time for saving fuel.” 
South Dakota Highway Patrol 
Supt. Dennis Eisnach said aver­ 
age speeds on highways are 
stable at about 60 miles an 
hour. "Most drivers are trav­ 
eling 55 and 60 and we’re not 


seeing 
many 
above 
that 
speed,” he said. “I think that’s 
contributing to our lower rate 
of accidents, but it looks like 
we’re never going to get every­ 
one down to 55.” 


Col. A1 Lubker, superinten­ 
dent of the Missouri Highway 
Patrol, said motorists are not 
complying with the limit and 
added that arrests are up 
sharply. He said most arrests 
are of motorists traveling be­ 
tween 65 and 70 miles an hour. 
Before the 55 m.p.h. limit went 
into effect, the speed of those 
arrested ranged from 75 to 80 
miles an hour. 


Under Missouri law, a driver 
is not assessed "points” against 
his license as long as he is not 
exceeding the previously posted 
limit, even if he is going over 
55. He pays a fine only. 
Lubker said the fact that 
drivers don’t risk losing their 
licenses for speeding as long as 
they don’t go too fast makes 
than more inclined to speed. 
“We have many people who are 
driving 60 and chiseling on the 
speed limit,” he said. 
Michigan, meanwhile, is con­ 
sidering a bill which would 
make driving over 55 to the list 
of offenses for which a driver 
gets points. Capt. Paul Ruge, 
commander of the state police, 
said compliance with the 55 
m.p.h. limit is "excellent.” He 
said the average statewide 
speed is 57.8 miles an hour. 
"For the most part, we’ve 
eliminated the high-speed driv­ 
er,” Ruge said.

Kathy Edwards, the director 
of the group’s western Missouri 
division, said Thursday in tele­ 
phone interview from Kansas 
City that there was "great so­ 
cial pressure on young women 
to have abortions rather than to 
have a child.” 
Figures released by the Mis­ 
souri Center for Health Statist­ 
ics Wednesday indicated that 
the proportion of pregnancies 
which end in abortion have 
grown rapidly since 1973, when 
abortions first became legal in 
Missouri.

“Legalized law is the great 
teacher,” said Mrs. Edwards, 
who noted that about one-third 
of the abortions in Missouri 
were performed on teen-agers.

abortions in Missouri last year. 
The proportion of pregnancies 
which end in abortion has 
grown rapidly since 1973 when 
abortions first became legal in 
Missouri, Land said. In 1976, 
one pregnancy in six was ter­ 
minated by a legal abortion, 
compared to one in 12 four 
years earlier. Despite the in­ 
crease in abortions, the number 
of births to unwed mothers con­ 
tinues to increase, Land said. 
Young single women account­ 
ed for most of the abortions, 
Land said. Teenagers, 93 per 
cent of whom were unmarried, 
accounted 
for 
more 
than 
one-third of all abortions re­ 
ported in Missouri in 1976 and 
another third were obtained by 
women between 20 and 24, of 
whom 75 per cent were single. 
Abortions for married women 
also increased. Last year more 
than 3,750 married women ob­ 
tained abortions in the state, 
Land said, an increase of more 
than 1,000 from 1975. Land said 
that this increase may indicate 
a growing tendency among 
married couples to use abortion 
to control family size. 
Approximately 1,400 or 10 per 
cent of the Missouri women 
who obtained legal abortions in 
1976 had had an abortion be­ 
fore, Land said.

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Americans still driving too fast 
Sikeston lists honor students

Three years after the 55 mile 
per-hour speed limit went into 
effect across the nation, author­ 
ities say Americans are driving 
more slowly than they used to. 
but are still going faster than 
the law allows 
An Associated 
Press spot 
check shows the number of 
traffic tickets has risen sharply 
since the days before the ener­ 
gy crisis forced the speed cut­ 
back 
Officials in most areas say 
they are enforcing the limit rig 
orously, but they concede that 
drivers often can travel up to 
five or 10 miles an hour faster 
than the limit without fear of 
retribution. There have been 
some attempts — mostly uasuc- 
cessful — to ease penalties for 
drivers who break the speed 
limil, but don’t go faster than 
75 miles an hour. 
Authorities in some states 
say they are concerned by fig 
ures which show the average 
speed is inching up 
In North Dakota, for ex­ 
ample, Col. Ralph Wood, super­ 
intendent of the state highway 
patrol, said average speeds last 
year ranged from 57.3 to 59 6 
miles an hour He said monthly 
surveys for this year show 
from 60 to 73 per cent of the 
drivers going faster than 55 
miles an hour 
‘it's the trend that bothers 
us,” Wood said, noting that the 
situation was still better than it 
was in 1972-73 when drivers 
routinely traveled at 75 miles 


an hour. 
The North Dakota Legislature 
passed a bill that would have 
limited fines for speeding be­ 
tween 55 and 65 miles an hour 
to $5, but it was vetoed by Gov. 
Arthur A. Link, who said the 
measure was ‘‘an invitation” to 
break the law. 
Georgia officials also report­ 
ed a trend upward in the aver­ 
age speed, from 58 miles an 
hour in 1974 to 61 miles an hour 
last year and 62 miles an hour 
this year. 


A spokesman for the state pa­ 
trol noted that different courts 
give different fines and added: 
"There are some areas where 
you cannot convict for speed 
less than 10 over." 


He said the motorist is usual­ 
ly safe from a ticket if he or 
she is driving at 65 miles an 
hour on an interstate highway 
in Georgia 
“But they’re not 
driving at the speeds they once 
did. They used to run at 75 or 
80 The motoring public is no 
fool 
They know what speed 
they can drive and get away 
with.” 
C. W 
Dorman, director of 
highway safety in South Caro­ 
lina. said surveys show 51 per 
cent of the drivers are going 
over 55 miles an hour Of these, 
about one-fourth are going fas­ 
ter than 60 One reason that al­ 
most half the drivers are com­ 
plying with the speed limit may 
be the threat of tickets: Dor­ 
man said arrests the year after 
the 55 m.p.h. limit went into ef­ 
fect went up 50 per cent; the 


next year they increased 100 
per cent and have remained at 
that level. 
Lt. Patrick J. Monaghan ot 
the Idaho State Police said the 
state is enforcing the lower 
speed limit “very heavily." As 
evidence, he noted that the 55 
m.p.h. limit took effect in April 
1974. From January through 
March of that year, he said, 3,- 
758 speeding citations were is­ 
sued. In the same period this 
year, there were 12,747 speed 
ing citations 


In Kansas, Col. Allen Rush of 
the highway patrol, said speed­ 
ing arrests are well-above pre- 
1974 levels. He said the number 
of arrests declined slightly in 
the first quarter of 1977, but at­ 
tributed the drop to the severe 
weather that kept people off the 
roads. 


Studies by the state Depart­ 
ment of Transportation show 
that the average speed of ve­ 
hicles 
on

highways 
went from 63.2 in 1972 to 55.7 in 
1974, 56 1 in 1975 and 57.1 in 
1976. 
“There are a lot of reasons 
for wanting to see the speed 
limit observed,” said Rush. 
“First, there's safety. It is sav­ 
ing lots of lives Secondly, it’s

available to government at this 
time for saving fuel.” 
South Dakota Highway Patrol 
Supt Dennis Eisnach said aver­ 
age speeds on highways are

Under Missouri law, a driver 
is not assessed “points” against 
his license as long as he is not 
exceeding the previously posted 
limit, even if he is going over 
55. He pays a fine only. 
Lubker said the fact that 
drivers don't risk losing their 
licenses for speeding as long as 
they don’t go too fast makes 
them more inclined to speed 
"We have many people who are 
driving 60 and chiseling on the 
speed limit," he said. 
Michigan, meanwhile, is con­ 
sidering a bill which would 
make driving over 55 to the list 
of offenses for which a driver 
gets points Capt Paul Ruge, 
commander of the state police, 
said compliance with the 55 
m.p.h. limit is “excellent."

—How did seven convicts get 
under a live electric wire that 
dangled less than a foot above 
the top of the prison wall? 


—Why didn’t guards in the 
wall towers notice the breakout 
in progress? 
—And 
perhaps 
the 
most 
puzzling of all, how was the es­ 
cape ladder, a contraption of 
more than 20 pieces of pipe 
screwed together, made in se­ 
cret? 


Tennessee Gov. 
Ray Blan­ 
ton’s theory on the 2,300-volt 
cable is that the fugitives used 
a notch in the wall to bypass it. 
Blanton said Sunday that in­ 
vestigators have found marks 
on the prison wall where it 
m eets a rock cliff that helps 
form one side of the compound. 
There is a gap between the 
wall and the cliff, creating a 
notch that makes the wall low­ 
er at this point and provides 
more space beneath the cable. 
Investigators think the marks 
on the wall cam e from a m ake­ 


shift ladder used for the es­ 
cape, Blanton aaid. 
C. Murray Henderson, correc­ 
tions commissioner, said the 
gap apparently worsened be­ 
cause severe winter weather 
eroded the aging stone wall. 
Another theory concerns a 
power outage at the prison. 
Henderson acknowledged that 
there was an outage the night 
of the escape, but he said it 
happened after the breakout 
and lasted only minutes. 


The official explanation for

of the ladder. But Hacker, 
termed a “hard core, aggres­ 
sive" prisoner, did not confirm 
this after his recapture early 
Sunday. He told interrogators 
he was “just walking by and 
saw the ladder,” according to 
Henderson, who adds that he 
doesn’t believe Hacker. 
Prison officials concede the 
possibility of negligence, or 
worse, on the part of guards.
